The College ( 'anvass. 
It will be noticed in another 
column that Bro. Hoi singer will 
soon resume the canvasB to liq- 
uidate tho debtou Ashland Col- 
lege; and asks certain favors of 
the brethren who are yet to be 
visited in this interest. 

Let it be remembered, kind 
brethren, that this is the last ef 
fort that will be made to make 
Ashland College distinctively a 
Church institution, aud that 
every one who has the Cause at 
heart should feel benevolently 
inclined toward it, and do what 
can bo done toward removing the 
encumbrance that is now resting 
npon it, 

Tho institution, in its present 
standing, mry not fill the idesl 
of a Church school of learning, 
and it may beovenaeked : " What 
benefit is it to the Church ?" It 
shculd be remembered that the 
institution never stood upon a 
free footing ; eince its very birth, 
trouble within and>wars without, 
have existed in the church that 
brought it into existence, and 
at no time was it allowed to float 
in the river of human affairs 
without being jostled about by 
anxious creditors, and sought ae 
prey by ambitious adventurers. 
As soon as the debt is raised and 
the pressure is removed that 
reets against it, the institution 
will be made an important aux- 
iliary to the Church. That feat- 
ure will be brought to the front 
and engage the most earnest at- 
tention and best efforts of the 
management; and the question 
of its usefulness to the Church, 
will no longer have room to ex- 
ist. 

Brethren, it is within your 
power to make it a most impor- 
tant help to the Church, and 
you can do it speedily, if you o 
decide. A few dollars from each 
member of the Church, will save 
to us an institution of which the 
buildings and ground alone are 
worth sixty thousand dollars ae 
they are. Will we, in order to 
save ten or twelve thousand dol- 
lar*, suffer this great loss — loss, 
not only of forty thousand dol- 
lars', but the loss ot an institu- 
tion of learning, which is almost 
indispensible to our welfare, and 
which is now across the desert 
which every temple of learning 
must cross in the first years of 
its existence, unless it is brought 
up out 6t plenty? No, wo can- 
not afford it! 

The hard experience of the 
past will only redound to its 
greater success in the future. 
The severe lessons taught, will 
not be forgotten, and will yield 
a harvest in the future manage- 
ment of the institution.

The Vindicator. 

The May number of the Vin 
dieator is before as. It was some- 
what delayed, for which the edi- 
tor apologizes, giving as a reason 
that it was bis desire to give in- 
formation about their Yewrly 
Meeting aud railroad rates con- 
nected therewith. Bnt even 
after waiting he is not able to 
give a very satisfactory an- 
nouncement. 

The leadi ng edito rial com men te 
on Elder James Quinter's con- 
templated work on Baptism. The 
editor aa,s of it : "We wonder 
whether its parte will consolidate 
the Bible itself or the present 
meraherbood. Should it vacitate 
it would doubtless accomplish a 
consolidation of the latter. It 
is our sanguine hope that it may 
bind the inseparable laws of God 
as contained in Holy Writ upon 
every Conservative brow." 

The editor also takes occasion 
to criticise Elder Enoch Eby's 
description of the liberality 
shown by his Texas breth- 
ren in contributing to the sup- 
I ort of the Gospel. In bis 
criticism he used the following 
lucid language: "From this" we 
discern a departure from the old 
established rule of the old breth- 
ren, and that is that adjoining 
churcbes can rest at ease and 
depend upon a committee of gen- 
eral church work, (something 
similar to 'the Mission Board or 
Church Erection') shall have 
power to indicate a minister 
there while the pay pays, aod the 
pay he locates large for six mem- 
bers of |20 per year." We infer 
from the above that the Vindica- 
tor apprehends that the conserva- 
tives, even such men aa Enoch 
Ehy, are drifting towards ahired 
ministry. This would be con- 
trary to the old order of the 
church, and the editor is entirely 
correct in hie surmieings. There 
is, however, such a similarity be- 
tween the Vindicator's editorials 
and Elder Jesse Calvert's ser- 
mon, defining tbe difference 
between the Brethren and Mod- 
ern Progression, that we are not 
without hope but that there 
might yet be a union effected be- 
tween these two elements. The 
"ideas" of the two may.however, 
"be more divergent than their 
language would imply. But 
then we can only judge what 
men mean by what they say. 
The editor of the Vindicator will 
pardon us lor this comparison 
when we assure him that we 
give the Old Order Brethren 
credit tor honesty and consist- 
ency, 

Under the heading "Discon- 
tinued," we read the following ; 
"Elder J. H. Moore, of Keuka, 
Florida, in Gospel Jtfejsenyer,No. 
11, announces discontinuance of 
the Family Companion. Reasons 
are, not having sufficient support 
from its patrons, and other inci- 
dental expenses." 

They announce several love- 
feasts and also that the new Ger- 
man hymn book will be "done 
and ready by the middle of May." 


The Congress of American 

Churches. 

Tbe American Congress of 

Churches waa held in Hartford, 

Conn., May 11th, 12th, and 18th. 


Its object is "to promote Chris- 
tian Union, and to advance tbe 
kingdom of God, by the free dis- 
cussion of the great religious, 
moral and social questions of the 
times." It was a high -toned af- 
fair in the religious world, and 
the object ot the meeting is cer- 
tainly commendable in name, if 
little was manifested in power. 

Christian anion is a nice theme 
for golden -tongued eloquence 
and the exercise of the imagina- 
tion ; but as a practical measure, 
the road to it is beset with many 
rough and rocky places, difficult 
to pass over. Tbe gathering was 
a mob, without any incentive to 
violence, and in its place was a 
good thing. 

But Christisn Union is not 
what we want. In union there 
is strength, to be sure ; but in 
division there in liberty. Chris- 
lain Union in the world and on 
tho plan adopted by Ibis Con 
gres», if ever established, would 
eventually lead to ecclesiastical 
dictation and religious tyranny. 
Of course, this would not be 
Christian, but wherever there is 
accumulated power, some un 
scrupulous character will en- 
trench himself behind it, and 
use it to the detriment, and 
against the freedom ot others. 
This is a fact universally conspic- 
uous in all church history. Even 
it has frequently occurred that 
persecuted people, after relieved 
ot torment, and placed in power, 
would exercise the same tyranny 
over others that they endured 
themselves. Tbe same disposi- 
tions dwell, in a greater or less 
degree, in every heart, and it is 
foolishness to talk about central- 
ising the forces that are called 
Christian, without preparing tbe 
way for some class of religious 
oppression. 

We are heartily in favor of 
harmony in 'the Christian ranks, 
and deplore the dissensions that 
very materially compromise the 
effectiveness ot the efforts put 
forth in the religious field ; but 
we have no words of encourage- 
ment to offer in support of any 
movement that aime at a com- 
pact or centralization of power. 


Going to the Feast. 
The German Baptist Annual 
Meeting will be held at Mexico, 
Pa., during the week of the anni- 
versary ot Pentecost. Vv e needs 
must go up to this feast. So we 
have decided, and eo we will do, 
if tbe Lord wills, notwithstand- 
ing the gratuitous criticisms that 
have been offered on our contem- 
plated mission. Not that we do 
not incline favorably to criti- 
cisms, friendly or otherwise, but 
in this instance our critics are 
so diverse in opinion that we 
need but balance the one against 
the other to leave us free to act 
in accordance to our own judg- 
ment. For while one class of 
critics claim that our going is a 
shameful waste of time and 
money, and a mixing with a 
worldly assembly not creditable 
to a progressive Christian, the 
other class, with equal sincerity, 
consider the place too sacred 
for our unhallowed feet to tread. 
We claim that our going will be 
creditable or discreditable to us 
according to tbe motive which 
impels us to go. No Christian 
should go to a place with the 
object in view of engaging in 
worldly; pleasure, merely. On 
the other hand, a Christian may 
go anywhere he chooses, provid- 
ing he goes tor the purpose of 
laboring for the Master. The 


latter is our object in going on 
this excursion. At Mexico there 
will be a pentecostal outpouring 
of German Baptists, and they 
are our brethren in the flesh, 
children from tbe same common 
stock. They have been oor yoke- 
fellows under the yoke of bond- 
age, and we want them with us 
to cast off this strange yoke un- 
der which we once labored to- 
gether, aud become yoke- fellows 
with Christ, whose yoke is essy 
and whose burden is light, in 
comparison with the yoke of an 
nual meeting. We are not in 
danger, and our brethren need 
not fear that we will separate 
from our yoke follow Christ 
Jesus, and bow our neck again 
in submission to the yoke we 
once wore though we attend this 
meeting. We can give them 
that assurance at least. 

To the other class of critics to 
which we referred as regretting 
our unhallowed presence in this 
most sacred convocation, we have 
this to say : If tbe Pentecost at 
Mexico is to be a counterpart of 
the Jerusalem Pentecost, we 
have right there, according to 
the precedent, no matter whether 
we are Jew or Gentile, hoed or 
free. Aud although we do not 
expect it to be a pentecost of na- 
tions, where every one will hear 
in his own language, we do ex- 
pect it to be a pentecost of the 
Dunkard church, so lar, that 
Old Order and Progressive will 
hear in his own tongue the senti- 
ment of his own heart. We ex- 
pect to feel the "pulse" of the 
conservative "brotherhood" and 
give the readers of the Evangrl- 
isi the result of our prognostica- 
tions. We shall make the best 
of our opportunities as a mis- 
sionary, and hope tbatour efforts 
may not be in vain in the Lord.

Seml-Edltorlal, 
I have no doubt our readers 
will he happy to learn that I am 
about ready to start out again 
upon my College debt-raising 
expedition , especially those who 
have not yet teen favored with 
any of my interesting visits. I am 
about through with my spring 
farm work, on the college farm, 
summer appears to have fairly 
set in, the Rnssisn-English war 
bluster is over, wheat has attained 
a fair price aud money ought to 
be plenty, and I feel it my duty 
to go oat and give the people 
an opportunity to do some good 
with it. I have not yet laid out 
any special program and do not 
know that I shall do bo iu tbe 
manner I did last year for it is 
very hard to make a program in 
advance, of a strange country, 
that will give satisfaction all 
around. I want to give my Belt' 
time enough to do my work thor- 
oughly, as I expect this to be the 
"last round," in this business, 
snd in order to help the work 
along I wish to offer a few words 
of explanation, and make a few 
modest requests. 

1. The mission must succeed. 
I am thoroughly convinced ot 
this fact or I would not again 
start out, as I am doing eo alone 
from conviction of duty to the 
cause, and that, too, at the ex- 
penditure of all the self-denial I 
possess. I, therefore, crave and 
claim the willing co-operation ol 
alt the Brethren and our friends. 
Please make up your minds in 
advance to be very liberal. 

2, I would like to address 
one or more public meetings in 
each congregation or community 
that I may visit On such occa- 


sions I preach and talk college 
talk ; and hold a collection, the 
proceeds of which are expected 
to pay my traveling expenses, 
and support my family, as I 
now have no Other income,. and 
I receive no salary from the 
college. 

8. I solicit correspondence 
from tbe Brethren everywhere, 
and, if it is not presuming roo 
much, would be vary much 
pleased to receive invitations. 
Perhaps it is the height of pre- 
sumption to expect that people 
will invite a beggar to their 
homes. But as I am begging 
for them as much as .for myself, 
perhaps I may at least hope fur 
some instruction as to how I 
may find them. I don't believe 
that anybody has been hurt as 
tar as I have been so tar, and in 
some places the people think I 
have been of advantage to them, 
and 1 mean to continue to dci all 
tbe good 1 can and as little harm 
as possible. 

4. My first points will be 
northwestern Obio and northern 
Indiana. I expect to Bet nut 
about the first ol June, and am 
very anxious to finish up by the 
first ot November next. I have 
ten thousand dollar* to raise in 
that time, say five months ; or 
two thousand dollars per month, 
or eighty dollars a day. Now, 
then, brethren and sisters, one 
more pull, a lung pull, a strong 
pull and a pull altogether, and 
we shall be up the hill, and we 
will all be the happier tor it.
